The French press 
has not only borrowed from America its exterior 
aspect, its headlines, its rotary presses, its lino­ 
types and photographic processes, but it has also 
borrowed its “nose for news.”

Mr. Lauzanne maintains, however, that al­ 
though in the above respects the French press has 
been Americanized it still retains its own indi­ 
viduality. American reporters work together in 
groups while the French prefer to work separate­ 
ly. In fact, the French newspaper man who gives 
the n#ws he has gathered to another reporter is 
considered guilty of a serious breach or faith. 
The advantage*! of this method is that each 
paper preserves its own physiognomy. One may 
read the reports of an event or an interview in 
several papers and find different facts in each. 
There is a variety about them that catches and 
holds the attention of the reader. ^

There is a certain license in the French Press, 
however,^ to which Mr. Lauzanne does not refer, 
both in text and illustrations, that would not be 
tolerated here.
